GO Bond Ordinance Introduced

On April 4th, 2017, voters approved an $800 million comprehensive capital improvements program for
basic infrastructure improvements through the issuance of general obligations (GO) bonds over the next
20 years.

The City Manager recently sent to the Mayor and City Council his recommendation for the 2017-2018
GO Bond projects. The list has projects from each council district and includes $6 million devoted to
fixing sidewalks that were cited for repair prior to the April 4th vote.

In the 6th District, the City Manager has recommended new road, sidewalk and sewer improvements
along 13 5th Street from Wornall to Inverness (the last of three phases of improvements in Martin City)
and along Wornall from 85th to 89th Street.

The Finance & Governance Committee will hear public input on the list at their June 7th meeting, at 8:30
am. at City Hall on the 10th floor.
